Learned  the  rudiments  of  poultry  keeping  as  a  boy  at  Galena, 
111.,  1870  to  1S80.  Engaged  in  commercial  poultry  keeping  — 
market  and  fancy  —  at  Pueblo,  Colo.,  1S90  to  1897.  Occasional 
contributor  to  Farm-Poultry  in  that  period.  Came  to  Massachu- 
setts, April,  1S97.  Assistant  editor  F.\  r.m-Poui.try  for  a  little  over 
a  year.  Engaged  in  writing  "  Poultry-Craft  "  and  in  special  work 
in  all  departments  of  the  paper  until  November,  1899,  when  he 
became  editor,  and  from  that  until  October,  1913,  devoted  about 
two-thirds  of  his  time  to  editorial  work,  and  the  remainder  to 
lecturing  and  authorship,  producing  in  the  order  named,  "Winter 
Eggs,"  "  Broilers  and  Roasters,"  "  The  Common-Sense  Poultry 
Doctor,"  "  Principles  and  Practice  of  Poultry  Culture,"  and  "Our 
Domestic  Birds."

Those  poor  bits  of  rag  paper  with  black  ink  on  them — 
from  the  daily  newspaper  to  the  sacred  Hebrew  Book,  what  have 
they  not  done,  what  are  they  not  doing?  For,  indeed,  whatever 
be  the  outward  form  of  the  thing  (bits  of  paper,  as  we  say,  and 
black  ink),  is  it  not  verily,  at  bottom,  the  highest  act  of  man's 
faculty  that  produces  a  book?" 

"The  Writer  of  a  Book,  is  not  he  a  Preacher,  preaching  not  to 
this  parish  or  that,  on  this  day  or  that,  but  to  all  men  in  all 
times  and  places?  Surely  it  is  of  the  last  importance  that  he  do 
his  work  right,  whoever  do  it  wrong;  that  the  eye  report  not 
falsely,  for  then  all  the  other  members  are  astray."

We  have  always  kept  out  of  the  habit
